Igor realizes that men like Lewin 
and Hart will underestimate him.

Dusty Rhodes was correct. His brutal strap match with Killer 
Karl Kox set him up perfectly for his title shot with Harley 
Race. Now Dusty is NWA champion and he has only thanks 
for Kox, the man he put in the hospital 
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(Editor’s note: The following 
was written before Dusty Rhodes 
won the NWA title from Harley 
Race. We felt its relevance to the 


title match made it worthy of 


publication.) 


USTY RHODES HELD out 

his arms, closed his eyes, and 
gritted his teeth. The doctor cut the 
blood-soaked straps that dangled 
from his wrists and examined the 
damage. “You'll live,” he said with 
a doctor’s sarcasm, and then 
continued. “You guys are great 
business for me. You should see 
Killer Karl Kox. There was 
nothing I could do for him here. 
They just drove him off in 
an ambulance.” 

Dusty smiled between clenched 
teeth as the doctor sponged 
peroxide into the open wounds. “I 
don’t understand why you guys 
wrestle with straps on,” the doctor 
said to Rhodes without looking up. 
“You call yourself the winner? 
Sure, you don’t have to go to the 
hospital, but I would recommend 
that you don’t wrestle for at least a 
week to 10 days.” 

Dusty attempted to explain. 
“Doc,” he asked, “did you ever 
have a patient who you tried and 
tried to convince to come in for an 
examination?

found the strength to win by imagining that Kox was actually Harley Race. 


The two combatants exchanged 
blows amidst.a pool of blood. But 
the referee was not empowered to 
stop the action. The straps were 
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used not only to keep the wrestlers 
together but as weapons. At one 
point, Kox choked Rhodes until 
Dusty’s face began to change color. 


The referee was powerless to do 
anything about it. 

The ultimate goal for both 
wrestlers, of course, was to be the 
winner. In order to end the match, 
one participant had to drag the 
other completely around the ring 
touching all four ringposts along 
the way. Four times, Rhodes 
touched three posts before Kox 
recovered to prolong the bout. 
Kox dragged Dusty past two 
corners on two occasions. 

The match went on and on. Both 
men lost a great deal of blood. 
Both appeared on the verge- of 
collapse. Finally, Dusty’s eyes 
opened wide. He pounded his fists 
into his chest and hit Kox in the 
nose with an open-handed right. He 
raised both arms in the air and 
screamed, “HARLEY!” With his 
new-found energy he began to run 
around the ring, Kox in tow, 
slapping each post on the way by. 
Rhodes was the winner. The crowd 
was delighted but extremely 
confused. 

Why did Dusty cry, “Harley!” 
and where did the energy come 
from? 

“There was a direct relation- 
ship,” Rhodes said as the doctor 
began to examine his facial 
wounds. “This was an important 
match for me-for two reasons. One, 
I wanted Kox. He’s been a thorn in 
my side for quite a while and I was 
anxious for the chance to get him 
in a strap match. But perhaps more 
importantly, I felt | needed a match 
like this to get myself ready to win 
the title. Harley Race is on my 
mind during: every conscious 
moment. Sometimes I even dream 
about him. Everything I do, I do 
with that NWA title in mind. In 
many ways, Kox is like Race. 
Their styles are often similar. 

“You say I screamed out Race’s 
name during this match? Wow, I 
don’t even remember that. It just 
goes to show you. I yell his name 
and I get all this power. I’m ready 
man. I’m ready. I want Race and I 
want him now!” O

going to be a while before Race 
ever gives me another title shot, so 
I just might let the tape go to the 
highest bidder.” 

What does the tape reveal? 
Former NWA champ Terry Funk 
was at the match and has also seen 
the tape. “You know,” he said, “I’m 
not sure which struck me more— 
how lethargic Race looked or how 
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exceptional El Halcon looked. In 
my opinion, and I’ve talked this 
over with several others, Race is 


ready to be taken. He’s been 
champion for a long time and it’s 
finally: starting to catch up with 
him. How many times has he 
gotten himself disqualified lately? 
He took a thrashing from this kid. 

“Let’s not take anything away 


from Halcon though. This kid’s got 
a marvelous future ahead of him.
